Dog Owners 


All dog owners are reminded 
of Ordinance 69-01 of the City 
of Albany, which states: 

Section 4.18: It shall be unlaw- 
ful for any owner or keeper or 


person having. custody of any dog! 


to allow or permit or suffer such 
dog to be in or upon any street, 
public park, school ground, pub- 
lic playground or upon any im- 
proved private property other 
than that of the owner or keeper, 
unless such dog is under reason- 
able control of a person not less 
than 14 years of age and oompe- 
tant to keep such dog under ef- 
fective charge and control and 
prevent such dog from harming 
any person .or property. Nothing 
in this section shall preclude a 
child between the ages of eight 
and fourteen years controlling a 
dog on a leash, 

Dogs not in compliance with 
the above shall be subject to im- 
poundment by the poundmaster. 

Sec. 4.18.1: It shall be unlaw- 
ful for any owner or keeper or 
person having custody of any 
dog to allow or permit or suffer 
such dog to commit a nuisance 
on any public or improved priv- 
ate property other than. that of 
the owner or keeper of such dog; 


| provided ‘that the foregoing shall 


not apply to street gutters. It 
shall be the duty of all persons 
having custody of a dog to carry 
out the intent of this_section. 

Sec. 4.19. Dogs at large: Dogs 
running at large in the City are 
deemed to be a public nuisance 
and shall be impounded by the 
poundmaster. 

Any person who allows his dog 


| or a dog under his control to run 


loose or to come within the above 
sections is guilty of a misdemean- 
or and may either be arrested or 
cited for the offense, 

There are also other sections 
of this particular ordinance re- 
lating to dogs and other animals 
with which owners should be fa- 
miliar. They may read this ordi- 
nance in the City Clerk’s office 
between the hours of 8:30 a.m. 
and 5 p.m. on weekdays.

Sick Leave for 
Employees. All regular em 
ployees of the City shall be 
entitled to a leave of absence

with the City, accumulative to 
one hundred eighty (180) days 
in any fiscal year. 

“In determining such leave, 
Sundays and holidays to which 
the employee would ordinarily 
be entitled shall not be counted 
against the leave. 

“Where the leave provided 
for in this Section extends to 
more than three (3) days, ex- 
cluding Sundays and holidays, 
if any, the employee shall 
furnish his department head 
with satisfactory medical evi- 
dence that the leave was nec- 
essary.
